Ex-mayor leads petition drive

Mayor will sue 

'Whole thing a big 
lie' says Stewart 


Terry L. Troutt, ex-mayor of 
Romulus who was defeated in 1975 
by present mayor James Stewart, 
turned in more than 900 signatures 
Friday on petitions seeking to nullify 
last month's 39 per cent increase in 
city water rates. 

If Troutt and his supporters have 
enough valid signatures, City 
Council will have two choices. It can 
either recind the increase or, if it 
chooses not to void the increase, 
residents of Rom ulus will vote on the 
issue next September. 

Stewart and Troutt, bitter political 
foes, both feel they are right. Troutt 
said: “When I left office I was in the 
process of having the entire water 
and sewer ordinance undated. Some 
type of water rate increase was 
needed, but they didn’t raise any 
other rates, just the cost to the 
people.” 

Mayor Stewart contends that 
Troutt paid William S. Munger and 
Associates a total of $6,000 to draft a 
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water and sewer ordinance that was 
never enacted by city council. 

Troutt says: “They didn’t do 
anything with the tap-in fees or 
inspections fees. An example of the 
inequities is that a builder pays $210 
to connect with city water and sewer 
while the actual cost to the city is 
$570.” 

Troutt was named chairman of the 
petition drive which was organized 
by the Romulus Democratic Club. 
Wilson, who is president, explained 
the club’s part in the petition drive. 
“The Democratic Club’s position is 
that the citizens of Romulus should 
nothave to subsidize the tap-in fee of 
new homes being built in order to 
encourage builders to come into 
Romulus. As we discussed the 
matter, we felt we should take some 
action, and Mr. Troutt was named 
chairman of the drive.’’ 

Troutt said one of the main issues 
was the administrative charge, or 
rent, that the water and sewer 
department pays for using space for 
its offices at city hall. “In 1974, the 
water department was charged 
$694,353 in rent for using space at 
city hall under Hyle Carmichael’s 
administration. I lowered the rent to 
$297,450 and Mayor Stewart 
increased it to $352,353,” Troutt 
explained “The yearly payoff on 
city hall and the library is $151,350.’ 

Stewart countered by saying 
Troutt didn’t understand the 
intricacies of administrative 
charges. “That amount is not just 
for rent,” Stewart said, “but for all 
salaries, expenses and other costs 
relating to water and sewer 
department work.” 

Robert Plank, a member of the 
petition drive and a former Asst 
Director of the D P W who was 
dismissed by Stewart, called for an 
in-depth audit of the water and 
sewer department. “Just because 
we get a 39 percent increase in water 
rates from Detroit does not 
necessarily mean each homeowmer 


should pay 39 percent, ' Plank said. 

Stewart responded by pointing out 
that the city council had chosen, 
hired and paid the accounting firm 
of Icerman, Johnson and Hoffman 
$19,500 for an audit, and they 
produced a four-page report. 

“How much more study than that, 
do they want,” Stewart asked. He 
then quoted the first two paragraphs 
of the Oct. 22 audit report: “In 
recent years, the water and sewer 
fund has operated at a loss. This is 
primarily due to significant cost 
increases, for water purchased and 
sewer charges. An analysis of the 
gross profit indicates that current 
water and sewer revenues are 
inadequate to cover the 
corresponding costs. To improve the 
financial position of the water and 
sewer fund, and to comply with 
section 15.6 of the City Charter, user 
rates should be increased to meet 
the total costs and accumulated 
deficits of the Water and Sewer 
Fund. 

“We understand that the City 
Council is currenly considering a 39 
percent rate increase That increase 
will not be adequate to cover 
increased costs and prior losses in 
the water and sewer fund We 
recommend that a study be made, to 
determine the rate increase needed 
to make the water and sewer fund 
financially sound ” 

“We believe this is an unfair 
charge against the people in its 
present form,” Troutt said “The 
council has to get facts and figures 
they can believe in before they can 
act responsibly. Another thing, we 
had a surplus of over $ 800,000 when I 
left office, don’t tell me that’s been 
spent already.” 

Stewart pulled out a map which 
showed several sewer lines along 
city roads “See these four sewer 
lines?” he asked “The city council 
recently approved the exoenditure 


of more than $800,000 just tor those 
four lines alone, not to mention all 
the other areas we want to serve. 
Mr. Troutt just doesn’t know what 
he’s talking about when it comes to 
finances.” 

Stewart said his finance 
department had thoroughly gone 
over the audits of Troutt’s two years 
in office and discovered a total 
deficit of more than $3 million in the 
Water and Sewer Department. 

“We’re glad Mr. Troutt is bringing 
up the matter of spending money. 
This is where we have all the 
figures, and the truth will show 
exactly how deeply in debt Mr 
Troutt left the city of Romulus,” 
Stewart said 

“When Mr. Troutt came into office 
in November, 1973 the audit showed 
the water and sewer department net 
loss at June 30, 1973 was $422,106.38. 
When Mr. Troutt set the millage for 
1974-75, he removed 4 of the 7 mills 
from water and sewer, and put the 4 
mills in the city’s general fund, 
cutting revenues for water and 
sewer by $825,692,” Stewart added 

“Stewart said that Troutt 
proceeded to transfer $416,955 from 
the water and sewer contract 
payment to receiving fund and then 
into the general fund, thus adding 
that much more money to the ever- 
growing water and sewer deficit. 

“If Mr. Troutt had left 7 mills to 
pay for w'ater and sewer costs, as he 
should have done, we wouldn’t be in 
the financial mess we’re in today,” 
Stewart said “But the changes he 
made took a total of more than $3 
million away from the water and 
sewer department ’’ 

So the cortroversery rages, with 
Troutt making charges and Stewart 
countering And if the number of 
valid petition signatures is 
sufficient, the voters may get the 
chance to rendfer their verdict 


Romulus Mayor James Stewart is 
boiling mad over what he calls a 
distorted story which appeared in 
last Wednesday’s Detroit News. 

The story outlined the events of a 
Dec. 12 confrontation between 
Stewart and Wayne County Sheriff 
Deputies at a restaurant in Wayne. 
It quoted a police report describing 
Stewart as “obviously highly 
intoxicated, eyes glassy, speech 
slurred and incoherent.” 

“The story was a complete 
fabrication from start to finish,” 
Stewart said. “1 know who made the 
phone call to the Sheriffs Dept 
claiming that my party was being 
loud and obscene,” Stewart said It’s 
just another attempt to discredit, 
and make me look bad.” 

The event took place after Stewart 
and two Romulus police reserve 
officers, went to the Prince and the 
Pauper Restaurant in Wayne after 
completing their job of selling 
Goodfellow papers. “We were 
hungry and simply went to get a 
meal,” Stewart said “When we 
entered the restaurant, 1 noticed a 
man immediately leave and I 
figured something was up.” 

“About 30 minutes later, two 
deputies from the Sheriff’s 
Department come into the bar 
asking who was creating the 
disturbance,” he said 

Stewart said the owner and 
waitress both told the officers that 
there was no trouble, but Sheriff’s 
Deputies Larry McKinnon and Peter 
Males asked the Romulus reserve 
officers to step outside 

In the parking lot they took the 
Romulus reserves guns, after 
which, Stewart and the Wayne 
County Deputies got into a strong 
argument McKinnon radioed for 
assistance, and five other deputies 
appeared on the scene, including Lt 
William Hams, who has had major 


differences with Stewart in the past. 
After the argument, deputies 
returned the reserves’ guns. 

“I didn’t even know that a report 
had been filed until the Detroit News 
reporter, who had a copy of it, called 
me the following Tuesday,” Stewart 
said “The funny part is that five 
officers made out reports and 
everyone of them used almost 
identical wording,” he contended. 

“Even Franz Heideman, third in 
command in the Sheriff’s 
Department, agreed with me that 
the reports were almost identical. 

An eye-witness, who asked to 
remain anonymous, agreed that 
Stewart was not drunk. “He 
definitely was not drunk, in fact, he 
had just started eating when he went 
outside I don’t know who was 
involved, but there was no reason at 
all for the confrontation with the 
Sheriff’s Deputies,” the eye-witness 
said

Home for the holidays 


Future bright for cancer patient

There’s a happy Christmas 
story developing for Dawn 
Comp au, the 14-year-old Van 
Buren Township girl who 
doctors fear might lose her 
leg to cancer. 

Because Dawn’s mother, 
Mrs. Gordenia Compau, has a 
combined monthly income of 
$800, the widow with eight 
children was informed she 
could not receive money for 
the operation. 

However, since residents of 
Van Buren, Belleville and 
Sumpter Township heard of 
Dawn’s need for donations for 
surgery, response has been 
great. 

Financial gifts of friends 
and loved ones made it 
possible for the Belleville 
North Junior High School 


student to fly to Memorial 
Sloan-Kettering Cancer 
Center in New York to be 
examined by experts. And 
Saturday Dawn flew home by 
plane to Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport. 

The doctors believe they can 
operate on Dawn and save her 
leg by inserting an artificial 
bone from the hip to the knee. 
However, such an operation 
costs more than $3,000. A trust 
fund has been set up at Van 
Buren Township Hall, 46425 
Tyler Road, for concerned 
friends to donate toward that 
expense. 

Supervisor Patricia Cullin 
and Ed Schroeder, along with 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Rafalski 
and many other Van Buren 
residents have headed the 
financial drive which Mrs. 
Cullin says should go over the 


needed $3,000 mark. 

“The response has been 
fantastic,” Mrs. Cullin added. 
“And what makes it even 
more wonderful is the fact 
that Dawn is able to be home 
for the Christmas holidays. 
It’s the generosity of 
everyone that makes this very 
heart warming.” 

Mrs. Cullin explained that 
while the operation itself 
would cost approximately 
$3,000, there are many other 
expenses involved. 

“Officials still are not sure 
just what financial help Mrs. 
Compau may get for Dawn 
from hospital grants or other 
sources, but we’re very 
optimistic,” she said. 

Mrs. Compau recently 
received a letter from Sloan- 
Kettering hospital which 
stated: “The National Cancer 


Institute has awarded a grant 
to Memorial Sloan-Kettering 
Cancer Center to help support 
the expenses of patients 
receiving treatment in certain 
protocols which are being 
studied by the physicians at 
Memorial Hospital. 

“The program of therapy in 
which your child presently is 
enrolled is one which is 
considered appropriate to be 
supported as an investigative 
program. Therefore, it is 
planned that a portion of your 
expenses for medical care will 
be defrayed by funds 
available from this grant. 

“Before grant funds can be 
used, it will be necessary for 
us to attempt to recover 
whatever payments may be 
available from the various 
health insurance policies you 


may hold” 

The letter further stated 
that “if at any time in the 
future it appears that the 
patient s interests will best be 
served by a change in 
therapy, that change will be 
made and it is possible that 
financial coverage under the 
terms of this grant may be 
terminated. 

The letter closed by saying: 
“If funding is no longer 
available... you will be 
notified, and from that time 
on, expenses engendered in 
the management of your 
child’s illness will in the future 
be considered the 
responsibility of you and 
whatever insurance resources 
are available to you.” 

“People are responding to 
Dawn’s need and we’ve heard 
from people in Ann Arbor, 


Westland and many other 
cities as well,” said Mrs. 
Cullin. “An operation like this, 
with its many other expenses 
as well, can add up to a whole 
lot of money. We’ve set up the 
trust fund at Township Hall 
and the fund is carWully 
administered so that all the 
money goes for what it’s 
given. 

Dawn’s school principal, 
Jim Richendollar, visited her 
at home to give her the 
greetings of all her classmates 
at Belleville North Junior 
High. 

Dawn will spend the 
holidays at home before 
returning to Sloan-Kettering 
Hospital in New York for the 
operation, 'which is scheduled 
for Jan. 20. 




Pets ' slaying baffles 
police, VB authorites 


He came running back 
to the house, crying... 


it was about two weeks ago, again 
Clinton’s turn to feed the animals, 
when he went out before school and 
found three chickens dead. 

He came running back to the 
house crying that the chickens had 
been killed. He then went out to the 
rabbit cages, where he found all 
seven slain, one with its head cut off. 

Mrs. Kirkland recalled that 
Clinton was very upset when he 
discovered the slain pets. She said 
the teen came running and yelling : 
“Why would anyone do a thing like 
that? Why would they kill our pets?” 

Although two 16-gauge shotgun 
shells were found near the dead 
lamb a month ago, nothing but 
animal footprints were discovered 
after the last incident Dec. 7. 

Mrs. Kirkland called the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Road Patrdl 
immediately after the incident, but 
was disappointed with the response. 

“A Wayne County Sheriff’s 
patrolman came to our front door 
but wouldn’t even look out the back 


door to see the dead pets, let alone 
investigate,” Mrs. Kirkland said. 

She added that the officer acted 
very indifferent and wouldn’t go out 
to look at the animals or try to find 
any tracks leading away from the 
area. 

Mrs. Kirkland was advised by 
friends to call the Van Buren 
Township Police. Chief John R. 
Willet immediately went out to 
home to investigate. When he found 
footprints of large animals, Willet 
notified two other township 
employees. 

Gene Bracken, chief ordinance 
officer, and Dog Warden Randy 
Hughes also investigated and came 
to the conclusion that the killers

may have been two large dogs, 
which reportedly have been 
roaming in the neighborhood. 

Mrs. Kirkland notified the 
Michigan Conservation 
Department, and an investigator 
came out the same day. His findings 
led him to believe that a large 
raccoon, possibly weighing 20 
pounds, may have done the damage. 

And so the mystery of the slain, 
dismembered pets remains, and 
Mrs. Kirkland is baffled as to who or 
what killed them. 

“We’re on real good terms with 
our neighbors, and everyone has 
treated us very nice since we moved 
in last summer,” she said. 

Then in a voice choked with 
emotion, Mrs. Kirkland said: “My 
children asked me if they could 
have a pet lamb for Christmas, but 
I'm afraid what might happen and 
don’t know what to tell them.”

The slayings took place in the 
backyard of Mr. and Mrs. James 
Kirkland, 7135 Sheldon Road. The 
pets killed include a lamb, three 
chickens and seven rabbits. 

The animals were pets of the three 
Kirkland children — Clinton, 13, 
Alan, 11, and Leslie, 8. The lamb was 
slain about a month ago, and two 16- 
gauge shotgun shells were found 
next to the dead animal. 

Clinton found the dead lamb. And

Residents should douse , not fan , fire of discontent 


A call for the return of 
common sense to Romulus 
politics is now an order. 

Defeated Mayor Terry L. 
Troutt has filed petitions 
with the township clerk 
containing 900 signatures 
supporting a reduction in the 
new water and sewer 
rates. 

Troutt has taken this ac- 
tion in spite of provisions in 
the township's charter 


making it illegal for the city 
to engage in deficit spending. 

We can understand the 
support a proposal such as 
this might gain. Lowering or 
eliminating any of the 
financial burdens placed on 
Romulus residents is a cause 
that will attract many 
supporters, but those sup- 
porters must accept 

the fact that the city can not 
indefinitely subsidize water

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and sewer rates. 

City council in an attempt 
to resolve this problem, hired 
a certified public accounting 
firm to go over the water 
departments books, and 
submit a report to council on 
their findings. 

The accounting firm, with 
a council authorized budget 
of $19,500, reported that the 
City of Romulus had lost 
$750,000 in the last fiscal 
year, and would be in serious 
trouble without an im- 
mediate increase in water 
and sewer rates. 

We questioned the wisdom 
of council authorizing almost 
$20,000 for this audit and then 


arguing with those 

charged with the respon- 
sibilities of conducting it. 

We questioned the legality 
of the cities continued 
inaction when section 15.6 of 
the Romulus city charter 
reads: "The rates and 
charges for any municipal 
public utility including the 
furnishing of water, sewer, 
light, heat, power or gas, 
shall be so fixed as to meet 
the cost of such utility/' 

In other words, the city 
'may not' charge less for a 
utility, then the real cost of 
providing that utility. 

The accounting firm hired 
to conduct the audit of the 


water and sewer depart- 
ment, found that in the last 
year alone, the city has spent 
$750,000 more, to provide 
those utilities, then they had 
collected. 

The State of Michigan's 
local audit division, The 
Municipal Finance Com- 
mission, The Romulus City 
Charter and the City At- 
torney, have ail agreed that 
it is improper for the city of 
Romulus to continue on this 
present course. 

Troutt is doing a disservice 
to the citizens of Romulus. 
Fueling this controversy 
over water rates, might 
temporarily allow him to 


appear as a crusading 
knight, protecting the in- 
terests of the citizens, but in 
the long run, no matter who 
is sitting in the mayor's 
office, problems and 
question of this type can only 
be resolved in one way, by 
bringing the total community 
together and operating by 
law, and common sense. 

We hope that Troutt has 
not forgotten the view from 
the mayor's seat. We hope he 
rerriembers that his first 
concern must be for the total 
community. We hope that 
Troutt, and all of the good 
people who support him 
remember, it is your city too.

Par too many legislators are not 
treating their positions as full-time 
jobs and are, therefore, not deser- 
ving of the 18.4 percent pay raise. 

Pay hikes were authorized by the 
State Officers Compensation 
Commission, for the Governor, 
Lieutenant Governor, Supreme 
Court Justices and the Legislature, 
and these increases will go into 
effect unless overturned by the 
legislature. 

I seriously question these pay 
Increases because many legislators 
angsge in the practice of law, the 
idling of real estate and other in- 
tern producing business ventures 
la addition to their legislative 
duties. 

I do agree, however, with the 
increase in the expense allowance 
from $3,500 to $4,600. I know what it 
costs me to travel around my 
district and to stay in Lansing while 
we are in session and the $3,500 
didn’t quite cover those kinds of 


expenses. 

In checking the attendance 
records of my colleagues, I doubt 
that quite a few of them are sincere 
m their efforts to devote full time to 
their legislative duties. Some of the 
attendance records are appalling. 

I fail to see any rationale for such 
a large increase, especially when 
we’re telling everyone else to 
tighten up and hold the line. This 
raise comes at a time when we have 
no idea of what our revenues will be 
and we’re facing more budget 
deficits. 

The people supporting this raise 
are going to have to justify it by their 
actions. Perhaps this would be a 
good time for some constituents to 
check on their legislator’s at- 
tendance. 

Certainly the type of legislation 
we’re been turning out of here lately 
does not, in my opinion, justify the 
kind of salary the commission 
decided we should receive.

In attempting to console me bereaved, the clergyman 
can sometimes find himself in seemingly a conflict with 
the facts of death, as observed by me bereaved. 

Statements by a father to Ins five year old child such as 
“Now, mummy's gone to Heaven" are too complex and 
yet too simple for the child to accept— especially when 
me child has seen me tears and expressions of grief of 
family and friends 

The minister can be of greet assistance in defining the 
DIFFERENCES between me physical (body of me 
deceased) and me soul (spirit of me deceased). It can 
be far healthier emotionally to allow me minister 
(priest or rabbi) to help the family of the deceased as 
they work openly through their grief than to permit 
their sadness to be repressed or concealed The 
clergymen have been trained to assist in times of 
stress Their experiences — drawn from real life and 
death situations can be Invaluable The many sources 
of comfort and aid to which they have access may be 
most beneficial They are anxious, moreover, to serve 
their congregations in these hours of grief counselling.

*6 hour. Form chocolate mixture into small balls; then 
roll in chocolate sprinkles. Store in the refrigerator.

Twice as many working parents 
in Western Wayne County and with 
young children are expected to get a 
tax break for child care costs under 
the new tax law, placing them 
among the leading beneficiaries of 
the recent legislation, according to 
the Michigan Association of 
Certified Public Accountants 
(MACPA). 

However, gains under the new law 
are limited largely to low-income 
parents, while those in medium to 
upper brackets may actually lose 
some of the deductions they have 
enjoyed, the accountants’ group 
added. 

As explained by the MACPA, here 
is how the law favors lower income 
families: 

— Couples with lower incomes 
usually do not itemize deductions 
because taking the standard 
deduction saves them tax dollars. 
Up to now, that has denied them a 
tax break for child care costs. But 
now, while using the standard 
deduction, they can still claim child 
care benefits 

— Even if one spouse works only 
parttime, or is a fulltime student, 
they now can claim child care 
benefits. 

— Child care payments can be 
paid to a relative, if the relative is 
not a dependent and if Social 
Security taxes can be paid on what 
the individual earns, which is not 
possible under the ordinary 
circumstances. 

The CPA organization said the 
Tax Reform Act of 1976 replaced the 
child care deduction with a tax 
credit. Now, instead of reducing the 
amount of taxable income, you 
subtract a credit from the amount of 
taxes otherwise due. The credit can 
range up to $400 per year for one 
child or $800 for two or more. 

Because the new credit is only 20 
percent of the a mount spent on child 
care, taxpayers earning between 
$10,000 a nd $35,000 may find the new

law brings them substantially less 
savings than the old one. 

Working parents who earn more 
than $35,000 will benefit, however. 
Above this level, the old law phased 
out benefits; the new law does not. 

All the changes apply to 1976 
incomes, which means they affect 
income tax returns due April 15, 
1977. 

The new law eliminates the 
distinction between expenses for 


child care at home and outside the 
home; the credit aDowedis the same 
in either case. 

The MACPA advises further that 
the amount of expense qualifying for 
the credit is limited to the earnings 
of the spouse with the lower income. 
And if one of the parents is a fulltime 
student, with no income, the 
earnings are assumed to be $166 a 
month if there’s one child, $333 if 
there are two or more who have to be 
cared for.

Consumer protection has gained 
ground in the State Legislature with 
two landmark bills — the warranty 
extension bill, passed by the Senate, 
and the long-awaited Consumer 
Protection Act, signed by the 
governor last week. 

The House Consumers Committee 


currently is studying the warranty 
extension bill, which is intended to 
protect the buying public from being 
penalized by defective merchandise 
constantly in need of repair. The bill 
would extend warranties on goods 
being repaired by the length of time 
the service takes. 


Coalition will help 
revamp response 
to urban counties 


John Barr, chairman of the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners, 
has described as “an outstanding 
beginning” a national conference 
which formed a coalition of urban 
counties and urged President-elect 
Carter to revamp federal responses 
to urban county needs. 

Barr represented the nation’s 
third-largest county at the 3-day 
conference in Washington. The 
meeting was sponsored by the Johns 
Hopkins University planning and 
research center. 

The conference adopted a 4-point 
program for submission to 
President-elect Carter. It asks that 
the Carter Administration: 

— Establish a high-level position 
of urban county advisor to be 
charged with “restructuring federal 
responses to urban county needs.” 

— Redirect federal fiscal 
priorities to fo£us on the particular 
problems of urban counties in such 
areas as social service delivery, 
growth management, 
environmental protection, economic 
development and transportation. 

— Act on several major proposals 
endorsed by the conference. These 
include revamping of the budget 
system, reform and full Federal 
financing of the welfare system, 
continued funding of public service 
employment and manpower training 
programs, and re-enactment of the 
counter-cyclical revenue-sharing 
program. 

— Streamline the Federal service 
delivery system to reduce 
inefficiency in two ways, by revising 
regulations and procedures which do 
not deal effectively with urban 
counties, and by reforming 
“wasteful budgeting procedures 
which inhibit government’s ability 
to respond to changing public 
needs’. 

Barr said the conference 
emphasized that the reordering of 
federal priorities “should not be 
done at the expense of America’s 
cities^’. 

“The conference supported a 
federal approach which recognizes 
the different but equal needs of ci ty 
and suburb,’’ he added. “We believe 
the savings to be gained by updating 
federal priorities and improving the 
federal delivery system would 
permit the government to better 
serve urban counties without 
reducing necessary federal aid to 
the cities.” 

Representatives of the nation’s 30 
largest counties attended the 
conference. 

Barr said Wayne County will 
continue to participate in the 
National Association of Counties 
(NACo) which has 1,548 member- 
counties and will hold its 1977 
convention in Detroit July 23-27. 

“Urban counties are unique 
entities,” he continued. “They are 
neither fish nor fowl. Cities are well 
reprsented in Washington. So are 
counties in a very general way. But 
the problems of the heavily- 
populated urban counties often fall 


between the cracks. We need this 
new coalition to lobby for our 
interests. 

“At our normal counties” 
conferences, we often find ourselves 
addressing the same issues as small 
rural counties in Iowa and New 
Mexico. We have little in common 
with them and should be concerned 
with the vast problems of our own 
county and those of similar size.” 


Under the bill, warranties would 
be extended by the amount of time it 
takes to repair goods, if it takes 
more than 10 days or a number of 
days equal to 10 percent of the length 
of the warranty, whichever is 
lesser. The owner of the goods would 
have to keep record of the repair 
time andeould require the merchant 
to provide a written statement 
indicating how long the goods were 
in for repair. 

The second bill is the wide- 
sweeping Consumers Protection 
Act, designed to put an end to the 
deceptive practices of business 
which have “ripped off” the public 
with false advertising, unwarranted 
service or repairs and a host of other 
unfair methods of commerce. 

The act prohibits 29 specific, 
unjust business practices, ranging 
from misleading advertising to 
charging excessive^ high prices. 
Besides defining those practices 
which are unfair to customers, the 
bill also spells out procedures for 
enforcement — the “legal teeth” to 
ensure that businesses comply or 
face the threat of court suits. 

Two of the practices which would 
be outlawed by the act, are the sale 


of a new item which turns out to be 
used, and reported auto repair work 
which never was done 
Other deceptive practices to be 
banned would be: 

— High pressure sales pitches 
which cause the “coercion and 
duress” of consumers. 

— Lying about defects in homes 
which endanger families, if certain 
goods aren't purchased when 
defects are nonexistent or the 
commodities actually would not 


offer protection supply public demand unless it is 

— Advertising goods and services disclosed that there is a limited 
without the intention to reasonably quantity.

Auto Club warns tourists 
of woes South of border 


Michiganians planning a Mexican 
vacation this winter should choose 
their activities carefully because of 
recent attacks on U.S. citizens in the 
country, according to Automobile 
Club of Michigan. 

“While the vast majority of 
persons traveling to Mexico will 
encounter no problems, we are 
advising tourists to that country 
about the sharp rise in attacks by 
bandits robbing and terrorizing 
American visitors,” said Joseph 
Ratke, Auto Club touring manager. 
“The pattern of these incidents has 
involved tourists’ cars being forced 
off the road, in each case by some 
vehicle whose occupants were 
armed.” 

Ratke added that cars, 
possessions and money were stolen 
and the victims left abandoned in the 
countryside. 

Although attacks have been 
centered in the Mexican state of 
Sinaloa on the main north-south 


artery leading to Mazatlan, 
Guadalajara and Acapulco, one 
attack occurred near Acapulco. 

“The Auto Club is not 
discouraging travelers f rom going to 
Mexico, only advising them to plan 
trips carefully and stay near major 
population centers since nearly all 
attacks have occurred in isolated 
areas,” Ratke pointed out.

Juvenile code needs change 
to meet 'growing problem' 


One Michigan legislator feels it is 
me for changes in the state’s 
ijenile code to cope with growing 
crtith crime problem. 

House Republican Leader Dennis 
lawthorne said: ‘It’s time the 
.egislature faced up to its 
esponsibilities in rewriting the code 
o we can cope with a situation 
rtiich is rapidly getting out of 
ontrol. 

“In vieiy of the increasing 
eriousness of the juvenile situation 
n Michigan, I do not believe the 


people can be asked to tolerate much 
further delay in improving the 
system.’’ 

Legislation restructuring the code 
is being aired by a special 
subcommittee of the House 
Judiciary Committee, now meeting 
at several locations around the 
state. However, Cawthornesaid that 
rival bills on the subject are “too 
weak” and fail to give juvenile 
judges the tools that they need to 
combat the problem. (House Bill 
6034, which deals with the 


restructuring of the code, was 
introduced in the House by 
Cawthome.) fL * 

“My bill is firm, but fair,” he 
continued. “It was drafted by a 
broad-based group of probate 
judges, educators, social workers, 


law enforcement organizations, 
women’s groups, parents and 
lawyers.’’ 

Cawthome said the bill has been 
endorsed by the State Bar of 
Michigan, Probate Judges

Association, Children’s Charter and 
the director of the Michigan State 
Police. 

“The bill truly represents a 
moderate approach to improved 
juvenile justice,” he added. “It 
protects the public from injury and 
damage from delinquency and 
protects Youngsters from neglectful 
and assaultive parents. 

“It also provides resources for 
rehabilitation and treatment of 
juveniles in need of these 
services.” 


A key provision of the Cawthorne 
bill is the designation of “juvenile 
offenders”, which applies to minors 
between 15 and 18 years of age who 
commit acts that would be felonies if 
committed by an adult. Such 


persons could be placed for up to 
three years in a secure detention. 

“Other proposals dealing with 
juvenile problems take either a kid 
glove approach or are so harsh that 
no consideration is given to the age

of the" delinquent,” he continued. “I 
am positive that the public wants a 
juvenile code which gives law 
enforcement and juvenile court 
officers more tools then they have at 
present, but also recognizes that a 
juvenile offender is not the same as 
an adult criminal.” 

House Bill 6034 provides two other 
categories of minors who would 
become involved with the juvenile 
court. They are the victims of abuse 
or neglect and the “status 
offenders”, which include runaways 
and incorrigibles. 

Runaways, truants and 
incorrigibles would remain under 
the jurisdiction of the court unlike 
other pending legislation. However, 
the court would have to conduct a 
separate hearing and find that 
voluntary community resources 
could not help that particular case. 

In all cases of confinement 
juveniles would be separated from 
adult offenders and from juveniles 
being held in one of the other 
categories.

CHAPTER XI 
ARTICLE I 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE SPECIAL ASSESSMENT ORDINANCE 
BY ADDING PROCEDURES FOR ASSESSMENT OF STREET LIGHTING 
DISTRICTS 

The City of Romulus ordains: 

1. Section 12 of Chapter XI, Article 1 is hereby amended by adding the 
following sections. 

Section 12.01. Any property owner may petition the City to have street 
lighting or additional street lighting installed in the vicinity of his property. 

Section 12.02. The petition shall be filed with the City Assessor and shall be 
signed by not less than fifty-one (51 percent) percent of the property owners 
in the assessment district. The petition shall be verified by the City Assessor 
and certified as sufficient by him. 

Section 12.03. The City Assessor, upon determination of the sufficiency of the 
petition shall forthwith request Detroit Edison to install the necessary 
equipment. 

Section 12.04. Payment of the cost of the improvement shall be borne by the 
property owners within the district, the costs to be based on an anual charge 
of Nine (9 cents) Cents per front foot, plus an annual rate of 


(a) Two and 50-100 ($2.50) Dollars for each single family swelling; (b) Four 
and no-100 ($4.00) Dollars for each dwelling unit in multi family structures; 

(d) Three and no-100 ($3.00) Dollars for each twenty (twenty) feet or 
fraction thereof of commercial building frontage; 

(e) Three and no-100 ($3.00) Dollars for each twenty (20) feet or fraction 
thereof of industrial building frontage. 

Section 12.05. The City of Romulus shall pay all street lighting charges 
against city property. 

Section 12.06. The costs of the service shall be reviewed annually by the 
Assessor and if there is a variance of Five ( 5 percent) percent higher or Five 
(5 percent) percent lower than actual costs, the Assessor shall, with the 
approval of the City Council, adjust the charges for the succeeding year to 
reflect the underpayment or overpayment. The Assessor shall annually 
inform the City Council of lighting districts added during the preceding 
year. 

Section 12.07. Should any clause or provision of this Ordinance be declared 
by the courts to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of the Or- 
dinance as a whole, or any part thereof, other than the part so declared to be 
invalid.

Management study ends 
phase of plan preparations 


A report on the findings of a 
management study of sewage 
collection and treatment agencies in 
southeastern Michigan has been 
presented to the Executive 
Committee of the Southeast 
Michigan Council of Governments 
(SEMCOG). 

The study, which was prepared 
under contract by the Research 
Group of Atlanta, Ga., represents 
the conclusion of just cne part of the 
program to prepare a management 
plan to improve water quality in 
southeastern Michigan. Such a plan 


is called for in the Clean Water Act, 
passed by Congress in 1972. 

The Clean Water Act gives local 
elected officials in southeastern 
Michigan two years to develop an 
areawide plan to control both point 
sources of pollution — such as 
discharges from municipal 
treatment plants and industries — 
and to control nonpoint water 
pollution — pollution that is the 
result of stormwater drainage from 
large geographical areas. 

Under provisions of the law, 
SEMCOG has received a $5.1 million

grant from the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency to prepare this 
plan. 

"It is in essence a management 
plan for, first, implementing local 
facility planning that is going on in a 
number of jurisdictions in the 
region,” said Edmund Armentrout, 
vice-president of the Research 
Group, in his remarks to the 
Executive Committee. “And it is, 
second, the point at which the point 
sources of pollution control and the 
nonpoint sources of pollution control 
are integrated.” 

Speaking of the study which had 
just been completed, Armentrout 
said its purpose was “to look at the 
structural controls for point source 
pollution and examine the 
management agencies that are 
involved in operating, maintaining, 
funding and regulating the facilities 
for wastewater collection and 
treatment in the regioa” 

The study showed that: 

—Michigan law provides sufficient 
authority lor wastewater treatment 
agencies to meet the requirements 
of the Clean Water Act, but the 
variety of laws involved is 
confusing. 

— Reflecting the wide range of 
laws under which they operate, 
numerous types of agencies — from 
city and county-run agencies to 
special purpose agencies formed by 
intergovernmental contract — are 
involved in point source pollution 
control. 

— While counties have the 
geographical scope to address point 
source pollution control concerns, 
they can only respond to requests 
from local communities and, 
consequently, cannot act on their 
own to solve a point source pollution 
problem. 

— Widespread consolidation of 
wastewater treatment has already 
occurred within Southeastern 
Michigan with the eight largest 
operators responsible for about 98 
percent of the wastewater treatment 
services provided to the region’s 
residents. 

— Without the ability to 
consolidate their operations with 
larger municipal system, rural 
municipalities must continue to 
operate their own point source 
pollution control programs. 

— Some changes to Act 233 would 
be necessary to allow operating 
authorities formed under this law to 
perform all necessary management 


requirements of the Clean Water 
Act. 

— While sufficient authority to 
meet the requirements of the Clean 
Water Act is provided by Michigan 
law, in many cases, this authority is 
not being used. 

—The present system does appear 
to be working, but it lacks an 
institutional mechanism for 
effectively coordinating wastewater 
management activities of operating 
agencies and nonpoint water 
pollution control programs 
throughout the recion.

If you grow the reed 
palm (Chamaedorea 
seifrizii), you may have 
to raise the roof a bit 
This lacy palm with its 
long, narrow leaflets 
may reach 8 feet in 
height.

horticulturists say the 
reed palm prefers 
temperatures on the 
warm side. Daytime 
temperatures may be as 
high as 80 degrees, with 
minimum night 
temperatures of 62-65 
degrees. 

Pot the plant in a 
standard potting soil 
mix made of ecjial parts 
loam, sand and peat; 
and keep the soil evenly 
moist, Set in a shaded 
spot where it will get no 
direct sun and fertilize 
monthly during the 
growing season (spring 
through fall). 

Because of its size and 
interesting lacy texture, 
the reed palm makes a 
handsome specimen 
plant for table, floor or 
pedestal. It looks right 
at home on a porch, 
patio or screened room 
in the summer. 

Avoid the urge to 
repot frequently, the 
experts advise. 
Overpotting often leads 
to overwatering, which 
in turn causes yellowing 
of foliage and slowdown 
of growth. 

Overwatering is 
especially likely to 
occur during the winter 
when the plant is 
semidormant, the 
horticulturists caution. 
They recommend 
watering sparingly — 
give the plant only 
enough water to keep 
the soil from drying out 

Though the reed palm 
can be propagated from 
seed, it’s a long time 
from seed to good-sized 
plant The MSU experts 
advise buying a suitably 
sized plant rather than 
growing one from seed. 

A common problem 
with the reed palm is 
browning of the leaf 
tips. This may be 
caused by too hot, too 
dry air; too much 
fertilizer; or too dry 
soil. Brown leaves may 
be cut out to improve 
the plant's appearance

Revisions needed to ® 
make tax equitable 


Gov. William Mfl liken has said 
administration of Michigan’s 
property tax system could become 
more uniform and the tax burden 
more fairly distributed if the 
principal recommendations of his 
Advisory Task Force on Property 
Tax Revision are adopted. 

Milliken made that statement in 
remarks at the annual meeting of 
the Michigan Farm Bureau. 

’’Over the years, as the property 
tax system has been periodically 
studied and amended, a number of 
major changes have occurred,” the 
governor said “I am sure you are 
familiar with most — if not all — of 
them...” 

Milliken went on to say that the 
force’s ‘‘most significant ob- 
servation is that the property tax 
should not be eliminated, nor en- 
tirely replaced by some other form 
of taxation”. 

“The task force strongly 
recommends that real property be 
equalized by class,” he added. “One 
aspect of that goal would be to insure 
that the tax burden of residential 
property, for example, is not shifted 
on to agricultural property. This is 
particularly important to 
agricultural taxpayers whose tax 
base is growing at the rate of 10 


percent a year.” 

The other recommendations of 
the task force include: 

— Establishment of qualification 
standards for persons serving on 
boards of review, and creation of 
three separate divisions of the State 
Tax Tribunal. 

— Improvement in the still new 
equal-yield concept in school 
financing. 

— Replacement of the specific 
mobile home tax with either a 
personal property tax, based on 
value, or a variable fee based on 
size. 

— Replacement of complex 
property tax relief formulas with a 
simplified single formula. 

The task force, headed by Lt. Gov. 
James Damman, released its report 
in Lansing earlier this month, 
concluding that “the overall 
property tax system in Michigan is 
basically satisfactory — although 
needing some improvements”. 

According to Milliken, the 1973 
property tax relief program has 
provided almost $400 million in relief 
and “promises and estimated $215 
million or more of continuing relief 
to home owners and renters in the 
coming year”. 

Milliken also told the farm group 


that he “will not give up” seeking 
land use legislation and that he 
intends to pursue the issue in the 
1977 legislative session. 

Milliken renewed his call for 
legislative adoption of a budget 
stabilization fund, as a means of 
keeping the state budget on even 
keel as the economy swings from 
goods years to bad. 

Voters’ rejection of Proposal C in 
the November election mandates 
some such program (a con- 
stitutional ceiling on state spen- 
ding). 

Milliken in commenting on the 
rejection said: “I do not regard the 
voters rejection of Proposal C as a 
mandate to spend.” 

“Each year demands for state 
services and for state support in- 
crease,” he added. “And each year 
it seems to become more difficult to 
find the resources to cover these 
increased costs. 

That is why I endorse the concept of 
a budget stabilization fund, so that in 
good times we can automatically 
divert part of our surplus into a 
reserve fund to provide the cushion 
we need jyhfu times are not so good.

The sanitary sewage would then be collected and 
transported to a treatment facility and the storm runoff collected and 
discharged to the surface waters of the Ecorse River Basia The project cost 
associated with Alternative 1 is $45,672,000. 

Alternative 2 - Storage and Treatment of Combined Sewer Overflows with 
Partial Separation of Combined Sewers 
Alternative 2 presents the concept of storage and treatment of combined 
sewage overflows with partial separation as a means of achieving pollution 
abatement of the Ecorse River Basin. With this alternative, it is proposed to 
separate the extreme upstream combined sewers of the basin, divert pure 
storm runoff from the LeBlanc Drain (which will be used as a combined 
sewer interceptor) at an upstream point and store and treat the remaining 
combined sewage overflows. The project cost associated with Alternative 2 
is $24,545,000. 

Alternative 3 - Storage and Treatment of Combined Sewage Overflows with 
the Existing Tributary Basin 
Alternative 3 will present the technique of storage and treatment of com- 
bined sewage overflows with the existing tributary basin and examine the 
pollution control level attainable with this concept. With this alternative, it is 
proposed to intercept, store and treat the combined sewage overflows from 
the combined sewer areas of the Ecorse River Basin without any major 
modification to the internal city systems. The project cost associated with 
Alternative 3 is $14,402,000. 

Open Channel or Enclosure of open drains are not included in any of the 
three alternatives.

County officials get raises 


Salary increases will take effect 
Jan. l for most Wayne County 
officials and Circuit Court judges. 

The county Board of 
Commissioners approved the hikes 
at a Dec. 16 meeting after 
deliberating for three weeks over 
increases recommended by the 
county Civil Service Commission. In 
most instances, the increases were 
less than recommended by the 
commission. 

Increases for elected officials, 
including 26 of the 27 county 
commissioners, were limited to 
$2,190. A $3,000 special adjustment 
was added for the chairman of the 
Board of Commissioners, raising his 
salary from $17,500 to $22,690. 

Commissioner Richard E. 
Manning, chairman of the Board 
committee which studied the Civil 
Service recommendations, said the 
higher adjustment for chairman 
reflects “the increasingly 
demanding duties and fulltime 
nature of that office.” 

Salaries of county commissioners 
were raised from $14,000 to $16,190. 
The board’s vice-chairman was 
hiked from $15,000 to $17,190. 

The 33 Circuit Court judges got 
$2,247 increases— from $42,175 to 
$44,422— in order to maintain their 
long-standing parity with the Detroit 
Recorder’s Court bench. 

Nineteen elected and appointed 
officialsand theirdeputies got $2,190 
hikes. 

John Barr, chairman of the Board 
of Commissioners, described the 
increases as “fully justified” 
because of inflation. 

Barr pointed out that the 
commissioners had to act before 
Jan. 1 or be precluded from raises 


for the next two years. A state 
statute requires county boards to set 
their own compensation and 
prohibits them from increasing it 
during a term of office. 

“Public officials are like anyone 
else,” Barr commented “We have 
families to support. Inflation has 
taken a big chunk out of our 
paychecks. And we are working 
harder than ever due to the many 
serious public problems that exist. 

“These increases are extremely 
modest in comparison with the 22-45 


percent increases recommended for 
state officials by the State Officers 
Compensation Commissioa” 

The increases will cost $194,700 in 
1977 out of a $364.7 million budget. 
The vote for the raises was 20-4. 
Some 80 members of appointed 
boards and commissions that are 
paid on a per -meeting basis received 
$10 increases. Most now receive $35 
per meeting. The three members of 
the county road commission got a 
$2,190 hike in their $8,000 annual 
compensation .

There seem to be so many types of ham. Are they 
really different? 

Yes and no. Ham is meat from the hind leg of a hog. 
But. it may be fresh, cured, or cured-and-smoked. 
Basically, you can divide hams into two groups: 
those you must cook before eating, and those you 
can eat “as is." 


Which types of ham must be cooked before you eat 
them?

Treat fresh hams the same as fresh pork, and 
cook to an internal temperature of 170° F. Because 
they aren’t cured, cooked fresh hams look and taste 
more like pork roasts than what many people 
usually think of as “ham.” 


Which hams can you eat without cooking first? 

“Fully cooked” hams and canned hams are cooked 
thoroughly in processing and are ready to eat. If 
you prefer them warm, heat to an internal 
temperature of 150° F.
